of the best known theatre companies in 
the world. It is built around a core of as* 
sociutc artists— actors, directors and de-

Mlents should combine over the years, to 
produce a distinctive approach to both 
classical and modern plays. The Company 
was formed in 1964) under the leadership 
uf Peter Hall at Stratford-upon-Avon. 
Later that year it also acquired the Ald- 
wych Theatre as the I^ndon end of its 
operation. Audiences in London could 
now sec the same actors in the Stratford 
Shakespeare productions, contemporary 
plays and classics— a range of vsork which 
expanded in 1974 with the opening in 
Stratford of a second, smaller auditorium* 
The Olhcr Place, lis London counterpart. 
The Warehouse, followed in 1977 and 
staged new British plays. Much of this 
expansion was masterminded by Trevor 
Nunn. who took over as Artistic Director 
in 1968. He was joined 10 years later by 
Terry Hands and as Joint Artistic Direc- 
tors, they widened the range and scope 
of RSC activities to include more national 
and international tours, films, television 



transfers. In 1982. the year of its 21st 
birthday, the RSC undertook the most 
exciting development of its history — the 
move from the Aldwych and The Ware- 
house to the Barbican Centre in the historic 
City of London.
